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1933 Publicity Kit Fits New Picture 


With newspaper editors surfeited 
with NRA releases, which have the 
government behind them, it seems 
obvious that the usual kind of Christ- 
mas Seal story, health warning, or 
other story featuring the tuberculosis 
work of local associations will have 
some difficulty in making the grade 
and seeing the light of day on a news- 
paper page. This handicap was recog- 
nized long ago, with the result that 
the 1933 Seal Sale Publicity Kit was 
developed to be most useful under 
these circumstances. 

Early in the year a definite publi- 
city policy was outlined for the fall 
months leading up to and into the 
Seal Sale period. It seemed that a 
definite slant toward optimism, at the 
same time taking advantage of eco- 
nomic developments and public health 
conditions was indicated. The follow- 
ing recognized facts helped to shape 
the contents of the Kit: 


(A) The depression has created prob- 
lems of health that will be felt for years 
to come. This is especially true of tuber- 
culosis, in which the cost of neglect will 
be greater than the cost of immediate 
care. 

(B) Recent figures show that illness is 
far greater among the destitute unem- 
ployed than among the employed. 

(C) The greatest future dangers will 
result from present malnutrition among 
children. Growing children must be 
protected now. 

(D) 113,802 new cases were officially 
reported to state health officers in 1932. 
In addition to these new cases there are 
300,000 other cases that had been report- 
ed in previous years. This makes a total 
of over 400,000 cases in the United States. 
O! these 400,000 cases 80,000 will die 
this vear. 


The basic reasons for tuberculosis 
werk will continue to be used as 
follows: 


(1) It is the greatest cause of death 
between 15 and 45. : 

(2) It kills almost twice as many girls 
as boys between the ages 15 and 25. 

(3) It is the greatest cause of death 
among school children between the ages 
of 5 and 20 (except accidents). 

(4) More than a fourth of all deaths 
among young women and almost a fifth 
of all deaths among young men between 
the ages of 15 and 30 are due to tubercu- 
losis. 

(5) Among Negroes the mortality is 
still from three to four times higher than 
it is among whites. 


Publicity for any campaign that has 
for its objective the raising of funds is 
dependent for its success on using all 
channels to reach the prospective 
giver. Therefore if there is, as seems 
likely, a shortage of newspaper space, 
we must enlarge upon other means of 
reaching the public. Fortunately, our 
type of publicity may be given an 
educational flavor that should, to a

A Striking Window Display 


The sketch below shows a splendid 
suggestion for a Christmas Seal win- 
dow display worked out by Miss 
Laura H. Woodruff, executive sec- 
retary of the Hudson County (New 
Jersey) Tuberculosis League, as a 
result of the article that appeared in 
the September BULLETIN. It will be 
especially striking after nightfall 
when the candles are lighted and 
should be productive of considerable 
newspaper publicity. 

Miss Woodruff’s plans call for the 
cooperation of the art and manual 
training departments of local schools, 
the art students preparing the sil- 
houettes and the manual training 
students cutting them out. News and 
photographic publicity will be sought 
in connection with the drawing, cut- 
ing out and painting of the design 
by the pupils, and the appearance of 
the first display in a prominent shop 
window. Miss Woodruff’s first de- 
sign for this purpose is 5 x 2 feet.

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Application of NRA 


Regarding the application of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act to 
hospitals, charitable or social welfare 
associations, Donald R. Richberg, 
General Counsel of the National 
Recovery Administration in Washing- 
ton, has written the National Tuber- 
culosis Association that so far as 
permanent codes are concerned, it is 
not expected they will cover the or- 
ganizations in general, as they are 
not engaged in trade or industry. 

“There is nothing to prevent any of 
the organizations from signing the 
President’s Reemployment Agreement 
and conforming to its provision,” he 
states. ““This does not mean, however, 
that they are under any compulsion 
to do so other than that resulting 
from a desire to cooperate wherever 
appropriate and so far as possible with 
a general program of reemployment 
at shorter hours and higher wages.” 

He says it is important, however, 
that whenever hospitals or social wel- 
fare organizations, even if not organ- 
ized for profit, are actually engaged 
in a trade or industry, they should 
sign the President’s Reemployment 
Agreement and they may come within 
the terms of permanent codes. 


Professor Farnum Dies 


In the recent death on September 
5, of Professor Henry W. Farnum 
of Yale University the tuberculosis 
movement in Connecticut has lost a 
valuable ally. For many years Pro- 
fessor Farnum was connected ofh- 
cially in one way or another with the 
Gaylord Farm Sanatorium at Wall- 
ingford. He was also a member of 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
for over twenty years. 


Cincinnati Program 


The Program Committee of the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
met in New York on September 23 
with practically the entire member- 
ship in attendance, and plans were 
outlined for the program of the var- 
ious sections. 

Each section will meet as follows: 

Clinical—two sessions and a 
joint session with the Pathological 

Section; Pathological—three  ses- 

sions; Soctological—three sessions; 

Administrative—two sessions and 

a joint session with the Sociological 

Section. 

The dates for the meeting could 
not be definitely settled but they will 
be set for as early in May 1934 as 
possible, preferably during the week 
of May 7th or May 14th. 

It is planned to have the meetings 
of the American Sanatorium Associa- 
tion and the National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries on Monday 
with the opening general meeting that 
night. The section meetings will be 
held morning and afternoon, Tues- 
day, Wednesday, and Thursday, clos- 
ing with the two joint sessions indi- 
cated above. 

The Clinical and Pathological Sec- 
tions adopted a resolution indicating 
that no applications for the presenta- 
tion of papers will be considered for 
the program after February 1, 1934. 

It was decided to endeavor to se- 
cure a speaker of national or inter- 
national prominence for one of the 
general meetings. The dinner meeting 
is tentatively scheduled for Wednes- 
day night. 

Among the subjects to be consid- 
ered for the Clinical Section are the 
following: diet in tuberculosis; ar- 
thritis and tuberculosis ; hyperpyrexia ; 
tuberculosis in Negro children; be- 
nign tumor of bronchus; adult lesions 
in children; pleural shock; _helio- 
therapy. 

In the Pathological Section one ses- 
sion will be devoted to the considera- 
tion of the medical research papers 
and the other two sessions will be 
open. 

Among the papers to be discussed 
in the Sociological Section are: high 
points of attack on tuberculosis; how

fluence of race, sex and industry on

Postage for Mail Sale 


The 2 cent and 3 cent first-class postag: 
rates will probably prevail until Congress 
meets in January. Mail sale plans will 
therefore take advantage of the latest 
rulings on the use of 2 cent postage. 

When letters and other first-class 
matter (whether with or without the 
sender’s return card) are mailed by the 
sender or his salaried employee for local 
delivery at a post office other than the 
office of which he is a patron, such letters 
and other first-class matter are charge- 
able with postage at the drop-letter rate 
of 2 cents an ounce or fraction thereof, 
or 1 cent an ounce or fraction there f, 
whichever may be applicable at the 
particular office of mailing. When such 
letters are returned, as_ undeliverable, 
to the sender, they are subject to postage 
due for the deficiency at the rate of 3 
cents an ounce. 

When letters are taken in bulk by other 
than the sender or his regular salaried 
employee from one city to a postoffice in 
another city for mailing at the latter 
office, each letter should bear the return 
card of the postoffice at which mailed. 
If they do not bear such return address, 
they are chargeable at the rate of 3 
cents per ounce or fraction thereof. 

In all such cases the stamps to cover 
the postage on the mailings should be 
purchased at the postoffice where the 
matter is mailed. 

Don’t forget that there are only twenty 
days in which to sell seals this year. 


Much Needed Figures 


In the current Milbank Quarterly 
Bulletin, Sydenstricker and Downes pre- 
sent a unit of a series of figures much 
needed in this country. At present we 
have no norm regarding the extent of 
tuberculous infection in all age groups 
of the population. In Norway, Dr. 
Heimbeck has sampled several thousand 
persons of all ages and has given us his 
results. Aronson has done a_ similar 
service for certain communities in the 
South. There have been other studies of 
tuberculous infection in school children, 
in adolescents, among nurses, etc., special 
groups of the population but no compre- 
hensive picture of the entire population. 

While the present study is limited to a 
small area and to farm and _ village 
families, it does cover the entire axe 
range of the population.

(Concluded from page 45) 
very large degree, be localized within 
a state, county, or city. 

The National material goes to most 
of the nationally-circulated magazines 
and the copy emphasizes the wide 
character of the fight against tuber- 
culosis. Radio talks on coast-to-coast 
broadcast also are stimulated by the 
National Association but the publicity 
that is generated locally will always 
be the most productive in prompting 
direct response to the Christmas seal 
appeal. 

Immediately following the most 
intensive campaign the Community 
Chests of the country have ever con- 
centrated within one month, the Seal 
Sale should reap an advantage in their 
well-set-up appeal for support of 
“Human Needs,” more specifically 
eliminating relief which now becomes 
a local, state, and federal responsibil- 
ity of the official agencies as distin- 
guished from the voluntary agencies. 

Radio programs, club talks, and 
other word of mouth publicity will 
rank high this year in a well-rounded 
program for acquainting people with 
our specialized needs. For the first 
time each sheet of seals carries its own 
message of education in the statement 
on the margin that ‘Tuberculosis is 
Preventable and Curable.” Fighting 
tuberculosis for twenty-seven years 
has kept the public keyed up to giving 
generously to support the front line.

The display consists of three’ panels 
—the background, the cut out sil- 
houette, and the small panel in front 
which carries the caption. Miss 
Woodruff is considering ‘Buy Christ- 
mas Seals. Your pennies finance (list 
program of work).” Neatly painted 
blocks of wood with a slit in each into 
which the bottom edges of the panels 
may be inserted provide the support. 
The panels are placed several inches 
apart from each other. The “snow” 
is merely absorbent cotton. Several 
dozen sheets of seals lie in the fore- 
ground. 

This display may be made to fit any 
size window as follows: carefully cut 
out the silhouette from a Christmas 
Seal car card and place it in front of 
an electric light bulb so that it throws 
its shadow against a stiff piece of 
cardboard. The shadow that is cast 
may be made the size desired by 
moving the silhouette back and forth 
until it throws the proper size 
shadow. Carefully trace around the 
shadow, cut out the silhouette you 
have drawn and paint it black. The 
background is a solid sheet of card- 
board painted orange. Candles that are 
approximately two-thirds the height 
of the display (as illustrated) will 
provide the most pleasing proportions. 
Fire laws demand electric candles.

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Dictionary editors have at last begun 
to appreciate that there is a real distinc- 
tion between the terms “tuberculous” and 
“tubercular” and that they may not be 
used synonymously. For example, the 
latest edition of the New Standard Dic- 
tionary! somewhat belatedly quotes from 
the resolution adopted in 1906 by the 
National Tuberculosis Association as 
follows: 


‘TUBERCULAR 

Path. Relating to, of the nature of, or 
affected with tubercles; characterized by 
the presence or development of tubercles; 
as a tubercular disease. In the interests 
of clearness and uniformity of nomencla- 
ture the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
adopted in 1906, in its official publications 
the term tuberculous to refer to lesions 
or conditions caused by the tubercle 
bacillus, and the term tubercular to 
describe conditions resembling tubercles 
but not caused by the tubercle bacillus. 


‘TUBERCULOUS 

1. Infected with tubercles caused by the 
tubercle bacilli. See Tubercular. 

2. Having a tubercular appearance; 
nodular.

same distinction, states that “tubercular,” 
in reference to tuberculosis or the tuber- 
cle bacillus, is now technically replaced 
by “tuberculous.” “But as the discovery 
of the bacillus was made known only ix 
1882, the earlier examples of the word, 
though actually descriptive of results of 
action of the bacillus, did not refer to it, 
but merely to the presence of tubercles.” 
And of tuberculous the Oxford says, 
“Since 1882 almost always used specifical- 
ly in reference to the tubercle bacillus 
or to tuberculosis, and thus technically 
distinguished from tubercular in the 
general sense.” 

As a final authority the following is 
queted from Stedman’s Medical Diction- 
ary. 


‘TUBERCULOUS 

-relating to or affected by tuberculosis. 
It is the better practice, following the 
analogy of the Latin terminations -aris, 
and -osus, to restrict the term tubercular 
to conditions marked by the presence of 
(non-specific) tubercles or nodules, re- 
serving tuberculous for conditions marked 
by an infiltration of (specific) tubercle; 
thus we may speak of tubercular, or 
nodular, leprosy, and tuberculous disease 
of the skin, or lupus.
